The q u estion gov ernments mu st decide 
when agonzing ov er ransom demands when a 
life is at stak e is whether to try to sav e that 
particu lar life and encou rage additional 
k idnapping and mu rder — black mail or 
whether to try and stop the heinou s practice 
by not acceding to demands. 
WE DO NOT MEAN to imply the decision 
is an easy one. It is not. For once a person is 
k idnaped we are no longer talk ing abou t 
theory bu t a liv e hu man being with a lov ing, 
concerned family . 
Bu t all the potential k idnap v ictims also are 
real liv e people with family ties who ou ght not 
be su bjected to u nprincipled attack s by 
terrorists. 
And it is the desire to maintain an ordered 
and principled society that prompts the 
determination not to capitu late to black ­ 
mailers.

Then, with a 
plaid tarn o’ shanter on his 
rou nd head, he mou nted a 
sou nd tru ck which sy m ­ 
bolized the core of stu dent 
rebellion at San Francisco 
State 
Univ ersity 
and 
stridently ripped ou t the 
wires. 


HE HIMSELF became the 
sy mbol of back lash to the 
disru ption of the academic 
sy stem 
by 
stu dent 
and 
facu lty 
dissenters, 
and 
ev entu ally the restoration of 
au thority . 
It wasn't easy . 
Twice the police of Mill 
Valley , the sy lv an com ­ 
mu nity 
where* he 
liv es, 
rou sted him ou t of his home 
becau se of personal threats. 
Doc Hay ak awa had to pay the 
motel bills himself for those 
nights. 
The California Highway 
Patrol and the San Francisco 
Police Department escorted 
him to the campu s on the 
sou thwest edge of the city , 
within v iew of the ocean, 
where he was elev ated to the 
post of u niv ersity president in 
Nov ember, 1968. 
Bu t 
H ay ak aw a’s 
firm- 
n e s s — s o m e 
s a i d 
repressiv eness—prev ailed. 
The stu dent-facu lty strik e 
which rent the campu s in the 
winter of 1967-68 , when many 
of America’s colleges were 
enflamed, 
spu ttered to 
obliv ion. 


SO NOW, 
fewer than fiv e 
y ears later, he sits in his 
office from which he controls 
22,000 stu dents, back dropped 
by a wall which reflects his 
passionate 
interest in 
Orienta l and African art. 
He is a small, k inetic man 
who can’t sit still for long, bu t 
be ta kes time for u nabashed 
reflectio n. 
“ The student u proar here,” 
he rev iews, “was ex tremely 
Ra cist 
a nd 
ex trem ely 
a rro g a nt. Bla ck stu dents 
^o uld pro test the tea ching 
of 
a co urse in Africa n history by 
â white pro fesso r who 
was the 
o nly o ne co mpetent to 
do so 
here. If white students had 
tried to prev ent a 
bla ck 
pro fesso r 
tea ching 
a n 
Eng lish co urse beca use he 
co uldn’t understa nd the so ul 
o f a bea utiful white po et like 
Cha ucer, w e’d ha v e thro wn 


them ou t for racism right 
away . Bu t becau se they ’re 
black we condone it. 
“So I say the whole thing 
was racist. Also elitist and 
arrogant becau se they k new' 
what was right and wrong.” 


WHY 
DID 
IT 
occu r 
specifically at that time? 
“ It was a produ ct of af­ 
flu ence, a generation brou ght 
u p to believ e su premely in its 
own opinions. They were led 
by people withou t seriou s 
career or v ocational com­ 
mitments. They didn’t come 
ou t 
of 
bu siness 
a d ­ 
ministration or engineering. 
They came ou t of liberal arts 
and social science. 
“ It was tru e at Harv ard, 
Berk eley and Colu mbia. And 
here. Many of them, I think , 
were simply draft ev aders.” 
Was 
his 
firm ness 
responsible for q u elling the 
u nrest? 
“ I think so. I saw no other 
solu tion. College teachers 
and professors, me inclu ded, 
are all pretty nice gu y s. We 
try 
to 
u nderstand 
ou r 
stu dents. Ev en if they display 
irrationality , we try to reason 
with them. 
“ I think an administrator’s 
task is different. He has to 
maintain 
conditions 
u nder 
which edu cation 
can 
be 
continu ed I had to su spend 
my 
ordinary 
teacherly 
fu nctions of try ing to u n­ 
d e rs ta nd 
u nre a sona ble 
howling mobs. 
“ I ju st had to call in the 
cops to restore the k ind of 
order 
u nder 
which 
the 
majority of stu dents cou ld go 
back to class.” 


SOME BITTERNESS still 
lingers among facu lty and 
stu dents who hav e branded 
him a stooge of Gov . Ronald 
Reagan 
(who 
applau ded 
Hay ak awa). They deplore his 
au thoritarianism. 
“So mu ch of my fan mail,” 
retorts 
Hay ak awa, 
“came 
from people who had nev er 
been 
to college themselv es, 
sometimes badly misspelled, 
u ng ra m m a tic a l, 
le tte rs 
say ing, i nev er got past fifth 
grade and can’t u nderstand 
k ids try ing to tear u p the 
place.’ ” 
Were there any benefits to 
the edu cational process from 
the stu dent commotions? 
“No. 
No benefits what­ 
soev er. There was disru ption 
of 
peoples’ 
edu cation, 
destru ction of 
academ ic 
standards, the introdu ction of 
a lot of contentless cou rses, 
so-called ‘relev ant.’ For a 
cou ple 
of 
y ears, 
black 
stu dies, for ex ample, were 
simply staging grou nds for 
rev olu tionary propaganda.” 
DURING THE fiv e y ea rs 


since he became president of 
the u niv ersity has he been 
able to pu rsu e his own 
scholarly interests? 
“ Nothing. Of cou rse, I 
reflected on these ev ents. So 
many facu lty , particu larly in 
the Iv y Leagu e colleges, hav e 
this liberal sy mpathy for the 
u nderdog. No one su rv ey ed 
the Negro masses to find ou t 
if the Black Panthers really 
represented 
what 
they 
wanted. They ju st took the 
P a nthe rs’ 
or 
the 
Black 
Stu dents Union’s word for it 
and white liberals su pported 
them, lik e Kingman Brew'ster 
of Yale. 
“ 1 my self k now something 
abou t Negro masses, hav ing 
work ed 
for 
a 
Negro 
newspaper 
(the 
Chicago 
Defender) and hav ing spent 
mu ch of my adu lt life within 
the Negro commu nity . I k new 
the Black Panthers didn’t 
stand 
for any large con­ 
stitu ency and 
therefore 
I 
cou ld tak e a stand against 
them. I was called ev ery k ind 
of damn racist, of cou rse.” 
DID HE come ou t of this 
whole ex perience with a good 
feeling? 
“ It’s been good for me. Lot 
of self-insight, lot of con­ 
firmation of basic beliefs. I 
was 6 2 y ears old when I got 
into this. I wasn’t a k id. I 
k new what the hell I wanted 
to do. what my v alu es were. I 
am a teacher of semantics. 1 
am a licensed psy chologist in 
the state of California. 
I 
believ e 
in 
therapeu tic 
commu nication and still do. I 
also u nderstand there are 
limits. In the heat of battle, if 
someone is coming at y ou 
with a bay onet charge, y ou 
don’t commit psy chotherapy 
on 
the 
gu y . 
You 
defend 
y ou rself. 
“The error of most people 
in administration was try ing 
to 
achiev e 
therapeu tic 
commu nication where it was 
totally inappropriate. The 
history of the triu mph of 
Nazism in Eu rope is a perfect 
ex ample of what happens and 
this was in the back of my 
mind. Especially when I 
watched Berk eley go to hell 
in 1964.” 
HAYAKAWA’S 
work 
in 
s e m a ntic s , 
m a nife ste d 
pu blicly with his best-selling 
book , “ Langu age in Action” 
in 1941, stemmed from a 
stu dy of the word tactics of 
Nazism. Now he has been 
ask ed to write a book on his 
adv entu res as a u niv ersity 
president and intends to do so 
in retirement. 
Will 
he m iss 
the ex ­

“There hasn’t been any fo r 
a few’ y ears.” he say s, and 
shru gs.

CLEARLY A FEELING of nationalism is 
a large factor in the response of Indians to 
q u estions and challenges.

His nose is ou t of joint, and 
for a collie, that is a great 
deal of nose ou t of joint. For 
fiv e y ears he has bask ed in 
ex clu siv e lov e; he has been 
lord, master, sole owner and 
proprietor of ou r hearts. And 
now, this — this flu ff! He 
flops heav ily on the deck , 
gazing at u s with sorrowfu l

all right here. 


lowdown way s, 
His prowling, gu zzling, 
sneak -thief day s.” 
THERE’S NOT 
mu ch of 
that preaching any more. To 
charge w rongdoers 
with 
wrongdoing is u nthink able in 
many theological seminaries. 
Instead, it mu st be the hard­ 
work ing, conscientiou s, law- 
abiding tax pay er who is 
tagged for his bigotry , his u n- 
generosity , his callou sness to 
the 
disadv antaged, 
and, 
therefore, his responsibility 
for crime. 
This ty pe of thing has been 
going on long enou gh to re­ 
v eal a cou ntertrend. Pu lpits 
filled with bleeding-heart, 
ex plain-away -sin 
preachers 
are facing diminishing con­ 
gregations, while old-fashion­ 
ed fu ndam entalists sects, 
which hold that each man re­ 
mains responsible to God for 
what he does, are flou rishing. 
In short, the philosopphy of 
the alibi is not work ing v ery 
well. TJie more one dwells on 
the rationale for misbehav ­ 
ior, the more misbehav ior 
seems to increase. 
A FEW YEARS AGO two 
California psy chiatrists, Drs. 
William Glasser and G. L. 
Harrington, came u p with 
what they called “reality 
therapy ” at a state reform 
school. They were k indly and 
u nderstanding, bu t they bore 
down on the thesis that no-nos 
were not may bes. Wrote Dr. 
Glasser: 
“We hav e met too many 
fou led-u p y ou ngsters who 
hav e nev er had to face their 
principles in therapy , 
be­ 
cau se traditional therapy re­ 
q u ires not that they ex ercise 
their v alu es, bu t only that 
they u nderstand cau ses. If 
ev ery one work ing 
with 
a 
delinq u ent child holds him re­ 
sponsible to himself for what 
he does the child soon learns 
the pleasu re of doing well and 
getting credit for it. 
Gu ilt ignored does not nec­ 
essarily go away . Instead, it 
often festers. 
A child 
is 
u su ally bright enou gh to 
u nderstand his misbehav ior. 
The q u ick swat to the britches 
redresses gu ilt and tends to 
clear the air. Bu t the child of 
weak or permissiv e parents 
mu st liv e with his gu ilt, and 
where they and society , in 
general, offer no response he 
is lik ely to dev elop contempt 
for both. 
As one ju v enile probation 
officer pu t it: “Mu ch seriou s 
law -break ing 
among 
the 
y ou ng is masochistic desire 
to seek pu nishment that has 
been denied.” 
THE CONCEPT OF SIN, 
not directed at the by stander 
bu t at the sinner, is essential 
to any orderly and produ ctiv e 
society . If y ou embrace the 
theorv that the transgressor 
is helpless before forces be­ 
y ond his control then, of 
cou rse, there is no gu ilt. 
Bu t civ ilization is m easu r­ 
ed, not by the right of a man 
to do as he pleases, bu t by the 
freedom of a 
man 
from 
depredations by other men. 
When restraints, moral and 
legal, v anish and nothing 
stands between him and the 
K 
redators bu t the strength of 
is own arm, then we are 
back to the ju ngle. 


The people I’m fu riou s with 
are the women’s liberation- 
ists.

about 
the 
way 
ne w s p a p e r s 
h a n d I e 
corrections. 
“ All too often.” he said, “ a 
newspaper will print charges 
against someone on the front 
page or in some other promi­ 
nent place, then when they 
are called and given more 
accurate 
information, 
they 
will stick the correct story in 
a few lines on the back page .” 
Applegate said he is not in­ 
volved with Rep. Robert E. 
Net/ley s House hill that 
would require Statehouse 
reporters 
to 
complete 
an 
examination on state fiscal 
matters before being allowed 
use ot the eapitol press room. 
While he does have some 
ideas about 
how 
reporters 
might do a better job, he said. 
" I think they are a lot like us. 
There are some good ones, 
and some bad ones 
Rut I 
think a lot of legislators don’t 
know as much as they should 
about 
budget 
m atters, 
either.” 
The senator said he would 
recommend two things that 
might be done to improve the 
press but isn’t sure “ how they 
could be carried out, or what 
problems might he involved 
exactly.” 
lie said reporters should be 
trained in short hand or speed 
w riting so news sources, 
when being interviewed, can 
speak 
normally 
“ and 
not 
have to go word hv word and 
lose their trend of thought.” 
He said the training also 
would enable reporters to he 
more 
accurate 
in 
getting 
quotes down and being more 
certain of themselves. 
Secondly, the Steubenville 
Democrat said he believed 
reporters should be required 
to write the headlines for 
their own stories. 
“ Som etim es, a headline 
will say almost the opposite 
of what the story does, and it 
isn’t the reporter’s fault,” he 
said “ And let’s face it, a lot 
of people don’t read anything 
hut the headlines.” 
Applegate doesn’t have “ a 
real quarrel” with the press,

M IL W A U K E E < A P) — The 
book 011 Dave May says he 
doesn't hit left-handed pit­ 
ching. 
But then, that was the old 
book—as outdated as 
last 
year’s Milwaukee Brewers. 
May jumped on a pitch by 
Cleveland 
southpaw 
Brent 
Strom with one out in the 17th 
inning just before 12:30 a.m. 
today and parked it into the 
rtghtfield seats. His 10th 
home run of the year tied him 
for the major league lead 
and, 
more 
important, 
regained sole lead 
in 
the 
American League East for 
the Brewers with a 2-1 vic­ 
tory. 
“ I went up there thinking 
home run or strikeout. I had 
to be in that situation. We had 
17 hits up to then and none of 
thtm had done much good,” 
said May, who hit just nine 
homers all last year. Half of 
his homers this season have 
been game winning hits. 
“ I couldn't even tell you 
what kind of pitch it was, 
except it was low,” he said. 
" I was so 
tired,

“ I was terrible warming 
up.” said Nolan Ryan—but a 
warm Nolan Ryan is nothing 
like a hot one. 
And the California Angels’ 
flamethrower was once again 
his 
usual 
searing 
self 
Tuesday night, hurling the 
American League’s second 
no-hitter of the baseball 
season, 
a 
dazzling, 
re­ 
markably easy 12-strikeout 
performance. 
It was the first no-hitter for 
the 26-year-old right-hander, 
who has spent the past few 
seasons coming oh. so close to 
achieving that feat. 
Having finally made it, did 
he think it was his most thrill­ 
ing moment in baseball? 
Obviously, you say. 
Wrong, he replies. 
“ Coming 
into a 
World 
Series game was a greater 
thrill,” Ryan insisted. “ That 
was it!” 
That was when he was a 
member 
of 
New 
Y o rk ’s 
Miracle Mets in 1969. when he 
pitched 2 
1-3 innings of 
scoreless, 
three-strikeout 
relief to preserve a victory 
over Baltimore. 
In Tuesday night's other 
Am erican League games, 
M i l w a u k e e 
out l asted 
Cleveland 2-1 in 17 innings, 
Minnesota mauled Texas 9-5 
and the Chicago White Sox 
edged Oakland 6-5 in 12 in­ 
nings. 
The 
Baltimore-at- 
Boston 
and 
Detroit-at-New 
York Yankees games were 
rained out. 
Ryan likely was not even 
thinking of a no-hitter—not 
after what happened to him 
last Friday in his last start. 
He lasted a scant one-third of 
an inning against the White 
Sox. who drove him from the 
mound with a five-run, four- 
hit barrage. 
But of such misfortunes 
stars are made. 
“ I 
think 
that 
shelling 
helped me bear down,” said 
Ryan, last 
year's major 
league strikeout leader with 
329 who raised his major 
league-leading total to 82 with 
his dozen against the Roy­ 
als—the 35th 
time 
in 
his 
career he's fanned 10 or more 
in a game. 
“ Something like that,” he 


said 
of 
the 
White 
Sox’ 
shellacking, 
“ makes you 
wake up and bear down.” 
And bear down he did, fan­ 
ning the side in the first in­ 
ning, in which he gave up one 
of his three walks. Inning 
after inning went by. By the 
seventh, it would seem, the 
12,205 Kansas City fans would 
be in an uproar. After all. 
they knew what no-hitters 
were all about. Their own 
-Steve Busby had thrown one 
at Detroit less than three 
weeks ago. 
But 
the fans were sur­ 
prisingly quiet...almost fune­ 
real, as Ryan set down batter 
after batter. Only when the 
Royals appeared on the verge 
of breaking the spell did they 
come alive. 


So Ryan toiled in silence— 
until the eighth inning, when 
pinch-hitter G ail Hopkins 
stepped up with two out.

gets away with bad pitches 
and that's where I ’ve been 
hurt.

Q. M y 28 -y ea r-old son, who 
has been disa bled since birth, 
gets social security checks on 
his fa th er's ea rnings record, 
lie has been getting checks 
for n ea rly 5 y ea rs. Can lie get 
M ed ica re cov era ge sta rting 
this J uly ? 
A. Yes. Disabled p eop le 
who’v e been getting monthly 
social secu rity checks for 2*4 
months or longer can gel 
Medicare cov erage starting 
Ju ly 1. They will get hosp ital 
and 
m edical 
insu rance 
au tomatically bu t 
will 
be 
giv en a chance to decline the 
medical insu rance, for which 
a monthly p remiu m mu st be 
p aid. 
tj. I'm now getting reduced 
retirem en t benefits, and 1*11 
be 6 3 in August. When ca n I 
sign up for M edica re? 
A. You won't hav e to sign 
u p . Since y ou are already

as efforts to imp rov e sa fety 
and health conditions

workp lace increase. 
Since the era of sweatshop s 
ended early in this centu ry , 
little p rolonged attention was 
p aid to job health. Unions 
concentrated 
m ainly

raising wages. Polio, cancer 
and heart researchers were 
more in the limelight than 
p u blic-health officials. Safety 
officials, 
the p u blic and 
gov ernment 
worried 
more 
abou t au to accidents. 
Bu t, by one rou gh gov ern­ 
m ent 
e stim a te . 
100,000 
workers die befor *their time 
each y ear becau se of oc­ 
cu p ational illnesses. That's 
nearly dou ble the y early 
highway slau ghter for ail 
p ersons.

health. 
The 
ru bber 
workers u nion has written a 
safety -andhealth clau se into 
its latest contracts. A p rin­

Meanw'hilc, the D ep a rt­ 
ment of Health, Edu cation 
and Welfare is sp ending less 
for research into job health 
than it sp ends for dental or 
ey e research.

mitted national shortage of 
them. 
The ex p losion of technology 
in this centu ry has brou ght its 
own p oisons, some of them

The sp ace-age metal ber­

Researchers are tu rning u p 
u nex p ected new p roblems in 
some old and widesp read job 
hazards. 
Noise, long known as a 
threat to hearing, 
is now- 
thou ght by some researchers

of blood 
v essels, 
headaches, nerv ou sness and 
sleep lessness. There is new 
ev idence 
that 
carbon 
monox ide, deadly 
in 
high 
doses, can cau se brain and 
heart damage after long ex ­ 
p osu re to lower doses. 
Federal stu dies now are 
try ing to find why dentists 
seem to commit su icide more 
often than other p eop le, why 
hairdressers seem to hav e 
m ore

miscarriages. 
This research is carried ou t 
by the two-y ear-old National 
Institu te for O ccu p ational 
Safety and Health, NIOSH, 
which was set u p within HEW 
by the jobsafety act. 
NIOSH occu p ies a low 
p riority in the Nix on a d ­ 
ministration. Its bu dget for 
nex t y ear is $26 .8 million, less
